A total  of  161  new  ho\ises  were  completed  during  the  year,  of 
which  70  were  erected  by  the  Council o The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  previous  year  were  135  and  100  respectively.  Despite 
the  restricted  programme  of  building  by  the  Council,  it  will  be 
seen  that  new  constrxiction  generally  continued  to  show  a 
satisfactory  increase. 

A review  of  the  housing  waiting  list  was  carried  out  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  determine  future  requirements  of  new 
Council  ho\;ises  and  the  policy  to  be  followed  as  a result  of  the 
financial  restrictions,  particularly  the  hi^er  rates  of  interest 
charged  to  local  authorities  for  loans  from  the  Public  Works 
Loan  Board  (by  which  new  housing  programmes  are  financed).  In 
consequence  of  this  review,  the  Council  decided  to  siispend 
further  biiilding  of  new  houses  for  applicants  on  the  housing  list 
for  the  time  being,  and  to  concentrate  on  the  reho\xsing  of 
occupants  displaced  under  slm  clearance.

Infectio\Js  diseases  iidiich  are  not  notifiable  are  Geiroan  Measles, 
Mumps,  Chicken-pox  and  Influenza,  The  notifications  received  from 
head  teachers  udien  children  are  absent,  suffering  from  or  believed  to 
be  suffering  from,  these  illnesses  (and  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases)  are  of  considerable  assistance  in  gaining  information  as  to 
the  incidence  of  such  diseases  amongst  the  school  population  of  the  City, 

Routine  enqxiiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infection,  etc, , are  made 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  officials  immediately  on  receipt  of  a 
notification  of  infectious  disease.  Advice  is  given  to  parents  as  to 
home  nursing,  exclxzsion  from  schools,  etc,,  (both  of  patients  and 
contacts  for  the  prescribed  periods),  disinfection  (carried  out,  where 
required,  by  the  Department’s  disinfector  either  terminally  or  on 
removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital)  and  general  measures  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

Copies  of  notifications  of  infectioias  disease  are,  mder  the 
National  Health  Service  Acts,  1946  - 1948>  forwarded  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  within  48  hours  of  their  receipt.  In  addition,

In  a circular  issued  in  March,  1954?  the  Ministry  of  Health  drew 
attention  to  the  fact  that  although  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis 
in  England  and  Wales  in  recent  years  has  declined  rapidly  (as  will  be 
seen  from  a later  table  in  this  Report),  this  has  not  been  accompanied 
by  a corresponding  fall  in  notifications  of  new  cases o It  is,  however, 
the  view  of  the  Ministry  that  the  niamber  of  notifications  now  bears  a 
closer  relationship  to  the  incidence  of  the  disease,  mainly  because 
cases  are  now  brought  to  li^t  which  would  not  formerly  have  been 
detected  and  notifiedo  Even  so,  it  is  a matter  of  concern  to  realise 
the  incompleteness  of  detectiono  The  number  of  missed  cases  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  in  1955  in  England  and  \'fe,les  25^^  of  all 
tuberculosis  deaths  were  of  persons  ^o  had  not  been  notified  as 
suffering  frcaa  the  disease  (corresponding  to  4^  of  notifications) » 

Whilst,  in  the  City,  new  notifications  in  1955  showed  no  change 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  ioe®  8,  in  other  areas  control  and 
preventive  measures  present  a considerable  problem  and  the  demands 
made  on  mass  X-ray  units,  particularly  of  the  mobile  type,  have  meant 
that  surveys  ceuinot  be  undertaken  as  often  as  could  be  desired®  In 
the  post=war  period  it  has  only  been  possible  for  one  mass  radiography 
survey  to  be  carried  out  in  the  City  (in  March,  1951  )s»  t>ut  efforts  are 
being  made  to  secxire  a return  visit  by  a mobile  unit  and  it  is  hoped 
this  will  be  arranged  at  a very  early  date®  A negative  report  of  an 
X-ray  is  as  important  and  reassuring  to  members  of  the  general  public 
as  the  discovery  of  new  cases® 

Mass  radiography  has,  moreover,  meant  early  diagnosis  of  the 
latter,  and  with  new  methods  now  available,  treatment  can  be  commenced 
with  speedier  and  more  satisfactory  results  than  in  the  past®  Home 
conditions,  of  course,  play  an  important  part  in  the  treatment  and 
rehabilitation  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberciiLosis®  The  housing

2.  SERVICES  PROVTDSD  BY  THE  WEST  SUSSEX  COHNTY  COUNCIL 

(a)  Ambulance  Service  and  Hospital  Car  Service » 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Comcil,  the  Sto  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  operates  the  ambulance  and  hospital  car  service. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  is  primarily  intended  for  persons  who  have 
an  appointment  at  a hospital,  clinic,  etc,,  and  who  are  not  fit  to 
travel  by  public  transport,  or  public  transport  is  not  available, 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


(i)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Ante“  and  Post-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  Chapel 
Street,  Chichester,  under  the  control  of  the  V/est  Sussex  County  CoTincil, 
Clinics  are  held  on  Thursdays  (all  day)  and  expectant  mothers  receive 
advice  from  doctors  or  the  nurses  in  attendance  on  all  matters  con- 
cerned with  their  pregnancy,  or  on  any  ensuing  complications  which  may 
arise. 


Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  (first  established  in  the 
City  in  March,  1948)  ai’©  proving  popular.  Sessions  are  held  weekly 
at  the  Health  Centre, 

Ifeitemity  outfits  are  available  free  of  cost  at  the  Health  Centre. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  a staff  of  qualified 
midwives  and  operates  an  efficient  domiciliary  midwifery  service. 

In  cases  where  General  Practitioners  consider  hospital  treatment 
advisable  they  make  arrangements  direct  with  the  Hospital  tianagement 
Committee  for  their  patients'  admission. 

Arrangements  for  the  admission  to  hospital  in  other  cases,  e.g. 
on  the  grovinds  of  unsatisfactory  home  conditions  are  referred  to  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  for  investigation. 
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The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Chichester 
Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  to  care  for  unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children o 

(ii)  Young  Children « 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Chichester  Health  Centre, 
Chapel  Street,  Chichester,  twice  weekly  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  Advice 
is  given  hy  the  doctors  or  nurses  in  attendance  on  matters  of  health, 
infant  feeding  and  the  management  of  bahies. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  provision  of  National  Dried 
Milk,  Vitamins,  etc.  A number  of  proprietary  baby  foods  at  cost,  or 
reduced  price  are  available  on  medical  advice. 

(iii)  Statistics o

A Minor  Ailments  Clinic  is  held  weekly  in  the  Chichester  Health 
Centre,  Chapel  Street,  a Medical  Officer  attending  fo3rtnightly  sessions. 

During  the  year  230  children  attended  the  clinic,  making  715 
attendances o Appointments  are  made  with  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for 
childx'en  suffering  from  defective  vision,  also  with  an  oirbhoptist  for 
squint,  and  arrangements  are  made  where  necessary  with  St.  Richard’s 
Hospital  and  the  Royal  Y»est  S\issex  Hospital  for  the  operative  treatment 
of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  treatment  of  children  suffering 
from  crippling  defects,  ear  defects  and  speech  defects. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at  Chichester  Health  Centre. 

A Nutrition  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Chichester  Health  Centre  fortni^tly, 
where  mothers  are  advised  regarding  the  health  of  children  suffering 
from  malnutrition.  Vitamin  C and  Adexolin  Tablets  are  available  for  such 
children.  Dviring  the  year  34  children  attended  the  clinic,  making  7I 
attendances. 

(d)  Health  Visitii^g 

Health  visitors  are  available  to  give  advice  on  the  health  and 
training  of  young  children  and  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness. 
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They  alec  give  advice  on  the  preservation  of  healthy  precautions 
to  he  taken  against  the  spread  of  infection^  and  on  other  aspects  of 
social  welfare  worko 

(e)  Home  Hursingo 

An  efficient  Domiciliary  Niirsing  Service  is  operated  hy  the  West 
Sxissex  County  Council  ^ who  supply  a staff  of  qualified  nurses  o 

The  services  of  a general  nurse  are  provided  on  the  recommendation 
of  a doctor  to  any  home  requiring  such  service,  on  application  to  the 
general  nurse  concemedo 

(f ) Prevention  of  Illness g Care  and  After^carOc. 

Tuberculosis  - A domiciliary  tuberculosis  service  is  maintained  by  the 
West  Sussex  Coxinty  Council  (the  responsibility  for  provision  of  a 
tuberculosis  consultant  service  was  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  as  from  5th  July,  1948).  A Chest  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday 
morning,  with  an  additional  clinic  for  contacts  only  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  Friday  in  each  month,  at  Aldingboume  House  Sanatorium, 
near  Chichester,  -vriiere  X=ray  facilities  existo  The  Chest  Physician 
at  the  Sanatorium,  who  is  on  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  staff, 
acts  as  consultant  to  the  County  Council’s  tuberculosis  service  and 
is  in  attendance  at  these  clinics o His  services  are  placed  at  the 
disposal,  of  local  medical  practitioners  in  any  case  where  they  desire 
a specialist’s  opiniouo 

The  County  Cotncil  have  arranged  for  certain  of  their  duties  with 
regard  to  the  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  patients  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Sussex  Rural  Coinmxmity  Council,  one  of  whose 
Committees  was  set  up  in  Ghichestero  Cases  referred  to  them  by  the 
Chest  Physician  are  visited  by  their  organisers  or  representatives,  and 
they  have  given  valuable  help  in  the  way  of  provision  of  beds,  bedding, 
clothes,  extra  nourishment,  domestic  help  in  the  house,  and  the 
boarding-out  of  child  contactso 

Patients  discharged  from  Hospital  - Two  Care  Almoners,  appointed  in 
January,  1950,  conduct  a domiciliary  welfare  service  in  the  Comty 
area,  in  the  follow-up  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  and  in 
the  carrying  out  of  social  welfare  work  amongst  invalids  generally, 
including  tuberculosis  patient So 

(g)  Home  Help  Service. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  has  undertaken,  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Coxincil,  the  organisation  of  the  Home  Help  Serviceo  When  the 
supply  of  Home  Helps  permits,  assistance  is  given  to  households  where 
there  are,  for  instance,  maternity  cases,  illness,  young  children 
(where  the  mother  is  away  or  ill),  aged  or  infirm  persons  etco 
Applications  for  such  domestic  assistance  should  be  accompanied 
by  the  recommendation  of  a doctor,  nxarse  or  midwife,  and  shoxild  be 
made  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  Area  Organiser,  based  in  the 
Cityo  A charge,  according  to  the  applicant’s  means, is  made  for 
the  service,  except  where  preclxxied  by  financial  hardshipo 

(h)  ImmxmisatioD  against  Diphtheria o 

Sessional  arrangements  are  made  for  this  protective  inocxalation 
to  be  carried  out  at  schools  and  at  the  Health  Centre,  ishere  necessaxyo 
In  addition,  xander  an  arrangement  made  with  the  Coxanty  Coxancil, 
immxan3,3ation  can  be  cairried  out  by  genea:al  practitioners  at  their 
sxargearleso 

D’iring  1955?  520  children  were  immxanised  against  diphtheria, 
whilst,  in  addition  274  children  received  reinforcing  injections 
(usually  just  prior  to,  or  just  after,  their  commencing  school 
attendance)  to  supplement  the  protection  given  by  their  initial

(i)  Vaccination  against  Smllpox 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Vaccination  against  Smallpox 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  General  Pmct it i oners,  at  their  surgeries, 
and,  in  addition,  sessional  arrangements  can  be  made  at  the  Health 
Centre  should  the  need  arise.  Vaccination  is  on  a voluntary  basis, 
and  the  Llinistry  of  Health  have,  in  a recent  circular,  expressed 
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concern  at  the  low  level  of  protection  afforded  at  the  present  time, 
especially  to  children.  The  rapid  means  of  travel  now  available, 
especially  to  and  from  countries  where  Smallpox  is  endemic,  has 
increased  the  consequent  risk  of  unforeseen  infection  and  the  Ministry 
stresses  the  need  for  active  measures  (inclioding  suitable  publicity) 
to  secure  a much  wider  protection  by  vaccination. 


3.  MBCTAL  HSAJITH 


Thro\;igh  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Graylingwell  Hospital,  Dr.  J.  Carse,  the  following  notes  have  been 
made  available  concerning  the  mental  health  services,  in  advance  of 
the  publication  of  his  annual  report  covering  1955* 

(a)  Out-Patients 


1.  Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Royal  West 
Sussex  Hospital,  Chichester,  each  Thursday  afternoon  beginning  at 
2.0  p.m.  Appointments  for  new  patients  are  made  direct  with  the 
Hospital  (Appointments  Bureau  or  Almoner)  usually  through  the 
patient's  own  doctor. 

Out-patients  are  also  seen  at  Graylingwell  Hospital  by  special 
arrangement,  but  no  regular  sessions  are  held. 

(b)  In-Patients 

In  almost  every  case  Y^ere  in-patient  treatment  is  needed, 
patients  are  admitted  to  Summersdale  Hospital  or  Graylingwell 
Hospital,  as  advised  by  the  Consultant  at  the  out-patient  interview. 
In  a few  instances  iise  is  still  made  of  the  facilities  provided  for 
in-patient  treatment  at  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital. 

(c)  Public  Relations 


The  importance  of  public  relations  work  is  again  stressed  in  the 
report,  the  main  object  being  to  keep  the  public  fully  informed  of  the 
psychiatric  services  available  and  to  encourage  them  to  seek  advice 
and  treatment  promptly,  liany  talks  and  lectures  were  given  to  a 
variety  of  groups  of  people  and  facilities  were  afforded  for  the 
hospital  to  be  visited.  As  a result,  Dr.  Carse  feels  confident  that 
Graylingwell  and  the  aims  and  practice  of  psychiatry  are  no  longer 
the  terrifying  mysteries  they  used  to  be,  and  that  the  majority  of 
the  public  in  the  surrounding  area  have  a good  -understanding  of  the 
true  nature  of  mental  illness  and  what  is  being  done  for  it. 

4*  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 


The  City  of  Chichester  is  situated  in  the  area  administered  by  the 
South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  the  General 
Hospitals  in  the  City  and  the  Chichester  Infectioias  Diseases  Hospital 
form  part  of  a group  of  ei^t  hospitals  managed  by  the  Chichester 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Your  Public  Health  Committee 
Chairman  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  members  of  this  Committee. 

Graylingwell  Hospital  has  its  own  Hospital  Management  Committee.

Cases  of  thoracoplasty  are  received  at  King  Edward  VTI  Sanatoriian, 
Midhurst,  and  St.  Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester.

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SECTION  IV 


HOUSING 


Despite  the  restrictions  placed  on  the  building  programme  for  1955 » 
continued  progress  was  made  by  the  City  Council  during  the  year.  JO 
new  Council  houses  were  completed  in  1955j  compared  with  100  in  the  previoiis 
year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  post-war  period 
(since  1945)  is,  therefore,  902,  of  which  852  were  permanent  houses  and 
50,  prefabricated  bungalows. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  hoiasing  list  vriao  were 
rehoused  during  1955  was  128,  as  compared  with  132  in  1954»  (this 
figure  included  both  the  new  houses  completed  and  also  the  houses  which 
became  vacant  during  the  year  and  which  were  re-let  to  housing  applicants). 
At  the  end  of  1955 » there  were  6j  houses  mder  construction  by  the 
Council o The  majority  of  these,  however,  have  been  earmarked  for  the 
rehousing  of  families  displaced  from  clearance  areas  and  individually 
unfit  houses,  this  being  the  first  instalment  of  the  programme  of 
slum  clearance  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  policy  outlined 
in  the  Government’s  Ihite  Paper  on  housing.

As  a result  of  the  issue  of  Mnistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
Circulars  6o/55  and  61/55  (dealing  with  hoiasing  subsidies  and  the 
cessation  of  the  system  of  housing  allocations),  the  Council  carried 
out  a review  of  the  housing  waiting  list  to  determine  the  number  of  houses 
required  for  general  needs  in  the  future,  and  subsequently  came  to  a 
decision  to  commence  in  1958  the  building  of  50  new  houses  for  sltun 
clearance  replacement  and  to  suspend  for  the  present  the  construction 
of  further  new  houses  for  applicants  on  the  housing  list.  The  latter 
list  was  carefully  ’’vetted”  and  all  applicants  were  placed  in  one  of 
three  categories,  i.e.*

The  applicants  in  (c),  numbering  86,  were  informed  by  letter  of 
the  position  and  that  the  Council  had  regretfully  decided  to  remove 
them  from  the  waiting  listo 

One  factor  affecting  rehousing  to  some  degree  (and  which  will  be 
of  considerable  importance  during  the  course  of  the  slum  clearance 
programme),  is  the  comparatively  high  rents  #iich  must  be  charged  for 
new  Council  hoiases,  due  to  increasing  building  costs.  In  some  cases, 
these  rents  are  beyond  the  means  of  applicants,  now  paying  low  con~ 
trolled  rents  for  their  existing  accommodation,  and  they  are  having 
to  wait  until  suitable  cheaper^rented  houses  become  available  for 
re-letting.  Every  opportunity  is  taken,  by  means  of  transfers  and 
exchanges,  to  meet  the  needs  of  such  applicants  and  to  secure  the 
type  of  acccmimodation  required  with  the  minimum  of  delay.  The 
problem  will  increase  as  the  rehousing  of  families  displaced  from 
clearance  areas  proceeds,  for  in  a number  of  cases  it  will  be  difficult 
to  provide  new  accommodation  at  rents  within  the  means  of  these  tenants.

INSPECTION  MD  STIPERyiSIQN  OF  FOOD 


Pood  Poisoning 

Althotagh  one  case  only  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  in  the 
City  in  1955 » i'fc  should  he  remembered  that,  with  the  change  in  the 
eating  habits  of  the  public  since  1959  and  the  marked  trend  towards 
communal  feeding  in  school,  factory  and  staff  canteens,  involving 
the  greatly  increased  use  of  processed,  re-heated  and  made-up  food 
dishes,  the  dangers  from  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  throughout  the 
coTontry  have  increased  to  an  alarming  extent®  Statistics  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  of  the  numbers  of  notifications  of  this  illness 
which  were  received  in  recent  years  show  clearly  the  seriovis  nature  of 
this  increase,  and,  it  should  be  stressed,  for  every  case  notified 
there  may  be  several,  either  mild  in  type  or  not  specifically  diagnosed, 
which  are  not  brou^t  to  li^t  by  notificationo 

In  order  that  immediate  steps  can  be  taken  to  trace  the  cause 
of  an  oxitbreak  and  control  its  spread,  it  is  of  paramount  importance 
that  early  notification  of  the  occurrence  or  sixspected  occurrence  of 
a case  of  food  poisoning  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
efforts  made  for  the  retention  of  suspicious  food  and/or  specimens 
(vomit,  faeces  etc®),  from  patients,  so  that  early  laboratory  in- 
vestigations can  be  carried  out®  The  Chichester  Corporation  Act,  1938 
(and  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955)  ? have  made  it  the  duty  of  medical 
practitioners  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  all  cases  or 
suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

The  year  voider  review  saw  the  passing  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act  1955  aiid  the  issue  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 » both 
measures  coming  into  operation  on  1st  January  1956.  Local  authorities* 
powers  have  been  widened  and  strengthened  to  bring  within  their  scope 
premises  where  food  is  handled  whether  or  not  there  is  any  question  of 
sale  (thus  removing  the  previous  limitation  on  the  hygiene  standards  of 
Section  13,  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1938).  Amongst  the  provisions  in  the 
Regulations  aimed  at  raising  the  general  level  of  food  hygiene,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  the  measures  concerning  personal  hygiene  for  food 
handlers  to  prevent  contamination  of  food,  and  the  action  to  be  taken 
where  they  suffer  from  or  are  carriers  of  intestinal  infections, 
including  those  likely  to  cause  food  poisoning. 

Milk 


By  virtue  of  an  order  made  by  the  (then)  Minister  of  Pood  under 
Section  25  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950,  which  order  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1954,  the  City 
is  included  in  a “specified  area*’,  in  which  all  milk  sold  by  retail 
must  be  “specially  designated*',  i.e.  either  pasteurised,  sterilised  or 
tuberculin-testedo  Nearly  all  milk  sold  in  the  City  is  heat-treated 
(pasteurised)  - the  remainder  is  from  tuberculin-tested  herds  and  is 
bottled  at  the  farm  of  production.  (Supplies  of  tuberculin-tested 
milk  not  bottled  at  the  farm  are  pasteurised  before  sale  and  sold  under 
the  special  designation  “tuberculin-tested  (pastevirised)". 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  proportion  of  milk  heat- 
treated  in  England  and  Wales  has  increased  greatly  since  the  war  and, 
in  1954/55,  represented  almost  90^  of  the  total  supply  (compared  with 
jixst  over  67^  in  1945 )•  Now  81^  of  the  population  live  in  specified 
areas  where  only  specially-designated  milk  may  be  sold.  These 
figures  give  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  the  drive  to  secure 
a “safe“  milk  supply  for  the  irfiole  population  (both  by  pasteurisation 
and  by  measures  taken  to  eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis  at  source). 

All  milk  sold  in  the  City  is  retailed  in  bottles  which  have  been  washed 
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and  sterilised  in  the  latest  mechanical  washers  and  the  bottles  sub- 
sequently  fitted  with  over-lapping  alminium  foil  caps® 

Dairy  farms  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  AgricuLture  and 
Fisheries,  and  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  Hegulations  relating 
to  the  health  of  cattle  and  clean  milk  production  are  the  responsibility 
of  that  Ministry* 

Registration  of  dairies,  other  than  dairy  farms,  and  the  control 
of  distribution,  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  City  Council » There 
are  5 registered  dairies  in  the  district,  2 being  distribution  depots, 
retailing  milk  (Tuberculin=»tested  or  Pasteurised)  bottled  elsewhere. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  under  the  Milk*  and 
Dairies  Regulations  1949“1954»  for  ensuring  that  no  disease  communi.cable 
to  man  is  spread  by  cattle  or  personnel  * Ho  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  1955  under  section  20  of  the  Regulations  (restricting  the  sale 
of  infected  milk  from  registered  premises)* 

Licensing. 

Producers  of  Tuberciilin=“tested  milk  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agricultiire  and  Fisheries*  Licences  to  pasteurize,  originally  the 
responsibility  of  the  City  Council,  are  now  issued  and  control  is 
exercised,  by  the  West  S\issex  Comty  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs 
authority.  There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  City  and  frequent 
sampling  of  pasteurised  milk  produced  at  these  premises  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Comcil's  samipling  officers,  who  forward  details 
of  the  laboratory  examination  of  the  milk  to  me*  Dealers*  licences 
in  respect  of  the  sale  of  designated  milk  in  Chichester  are  issued  by 
the  City  Council*  The  following  licences  were  granted  during  1955 J

Samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Comty  Cornell’s  sampling  officers 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination  as  to  conformity 
with  the  standards  for  milk  fat,  etc*,  laid  down  in  the  Sale  of  Mlk 
Regulations. 

(b)  Cleanliness. 

For  ascertaining  the  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  milk, 
samples  are  submitted  to  the 'Methylene  Blue"  Test*

Samples  of  pastexrrised  milk  are  subject  to  a Phosphatase  Test* 

By  this  means,  the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurisation  treatment  is  checked 
(whether  the  milk  has  been  heated  to  the  temperature  and  for  the  period 
necessary  to  destroy  all  pathogenic  organisms)*  The  subsequent  addition 
of  raw  milk  can  also  be  detected  by  this  test* 
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(d)  Biological  examination. 


RegTolar  sampling  of  milk,  prior  to  heat  treatment,  is  carried  out 
hy  the  City  Council's  public  health  inspectors  at  the  processing 
plant  in  the  City,  and  these  samples  submitted  to  laboratory  examination 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus o The  results 
of  such  sampling  during  1955  are  included  in  the  details  of  examination 
of  milk  samples  set  out  belowi“ 

RSSUIT  OF  EXAIvUMPIQN  OF  MILK  SAIIPLBS 


A total  of  231  samples  of  milk  were  collected  and  submitted 
for  examination  during  the  yeari  I67  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests  and  were  reported  by  the  Pathologist  to 
be  satisfactory,  except  for  1 sample  of  T<.To  (Pasteurised),  the 
Methylene  Blue  test  for  which  was  declared  void  due  to  the  high 
shade  temperature  on  the  day  of  samplingo  Details  are  given  below: -

MEAT 

Slaughtering  recommenced  in  July,  1955?  at  the  second  of  the  two 
licensed  private  slaughterhoiases  in  the  City,  following  works  of 
alteration  and  improvement » The  additional  animals  killed,  in  con- 
sequence, added  very  considerably  to  the  amount  of  overtime  worked  by 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  assistant  on  meat  inspection 
duties,  much  of  indiich  is  undertaken  in  the  evening  and  at  week-ends* 

The  two  slaiighterhouses  serve  a very  wide  area  surrounding  the 
City,  and  it  should  be  emphasised  that  a high  proportion  of  the  meat 
is  destined  for  other  districts,  including  Portsmouth  and  London*  All 
animals  slaiaghtered  are  inspected  and,  viiere  necessary,  veterinary 
advice  is  soiight* 

The  total  number  of  animals  sla\aghtered  during  the  year,  35»299» 
shewed  an  increase  of  nearly  4»000  over  the  previous  year*  The  total 
was  made  up  as  follows:

Attention  has  continued  to  be  directed  during  the  year  to  the  con- 
ditions under  which  food  was  prepared,  handled  and  sold  in  bakehouses, 
restaurants  and  hotel  kitchens,  food  factories  and  butchers*  shops  and 
every  opportimity  was  taken  dui'ing  the  coiurse  of  routine  inspections  of 
food  premises  to  give  advice  and  assistance  on  new  legislation, 
particularly  the  Pood  Bygiene  Regulations  1955  (which  came  into  operation 
on  1st  January,  1956).  An  explanatory  letter,  setting  out  the  salient 
points  of  amendments  and  extensions  to  the  existing  Pood  and  Drugs 
law  was  sent  to  all  food  traders  in  the  City,  together  with  a helpful 
printed  pamphlet,  and  any  queries  and  uncertainties  were  dealt  with  at 
subsequent  visits  to  the  premises  concemedo 

The  need  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  all  food 
handlers  at  all  times  has  been  constantly  emphasised  and  every  effort 
made  to  facilitate  this  by  the  provision  of  constant  hot  and  cold 
water,  clean  towels,  wash-basins  and  adequate  sanitary  facilities. 

In  the  main  the  efforts  to  improve  the  conditions  under  vdiich 
food  has  been  prepared  have  been  most  encoxiraglng, 

(^)  Retail  Pood  Shops  (including  Stalls  and  Vehicles) 

The  conditions  under  which  food  has  been  offered  for  sale  during 
the  year  under  review  have  maintained  a hi^  standard  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  a number  of  shop-keepers  are  making  lase  of  refrigerated 
display  cabinets  for  the  sale  of  perishable  food  stuffs.  These  cabinets 
not  only  solve  the  fly  problem  but  also  protect  the  food  from  surface 
contamination,  besides  maintaining  it  in  perfect  condition.

The  stringent  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations  make  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  by  small  producers 
an  uneconomical  proposition.  Nearly  all  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  City 
is  prepacked  and  produced  by  large  manufacturing  wholesalers. 

During  the  year  9 samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  these  were 
subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test  and  graded  as  to  the 
bacteriological  cleanliness  in  accordance  with  the  method  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

In  explanation  of  the  above  table  it  is  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the 
foxir  grades  recommended,  ice  cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 
and  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of 
manufacture,  or  of  handling,  xiriiich  call  for  further  investigation. 

The  resxalts  of  the  examinations,  were,  in  every  case  communicated  to 
the  persons  concemedo  Numerous  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  in  which 
the  ice  cream  was  manufactured  and  the  methods  employed  were  thoroughly 
examined  and  advice  given  where  appropriate.  vVhen  an  unsatisfactory 
result  was  received  a thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  and  every 
endeavoxir  was  made  to  ascertain  and  rectify  the  faxalt  in  manufacture, 
storage  or  sale.

1.  mum  SUPPLY 

(i)  Soiirce  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results* 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City,  derived  from  the  Corporation's 
wells,  boreholes  and  adits  at  Pishboume  and  Funtington,  has  been 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

There  was  no  tendency  towards  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Apart  from  the  supply  of  water  to  premises  in  the  City,  water  was 
also  supplied  and  distributed  by  the  Corporation  in  fifteen  parishes  in 
the  Chichester  Rural  District,  and  a bulk  supply  was  afforded  to  the 
Selsey  Water  Company,  for  distribution  by  that  undertaking. 

The  raw  water  underwent  a continuous  process  of  purification  before 
being  pumped  either  directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the 
storage  reservoir  at  Lavant. 

At  the  Funtington  flhterworks,  whexe  the  raw  water  was  of  a 
uniformly  hi^  standard,  the  treatment  consisted  in  the  application  of 
the  minimTmi  quantities  of  Chlorine  and  Ammonia  to  ensure  a normal 
Chloramine  residml  in  the  distribution  system. 

At  the  Fishboume  Watervrarks  the  treatment  consisted  in  the 
application  of  a comparatively  large  dose  of  Chlorine  (one  part  per 
million)  followed,  after  a brief  contact  period,  firstly  by  Sulphur 
Dioxide  (a  de chlorinating  agent)  and  secondly  by  Ammonia,  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  leave  a normal  Chloramine  residual  in  the  water. 

Samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  were  collected  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  London,  for  examination.  The  res^ilts  as  summarised  by 
the  lfe.ter  Engineer  and  Manager,  Mr.  A.  N.  Burgess,  are  appended  below. 

Funtington  Sources 

Twenty-six  samples  of  Funtington  raw  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  of  the  highest  standard 
of  bacterial  piirity.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  and  Bacillus 
Coli  were  absent  in  all  samples. 

One  sample  of  raw  water  analysed  chemically  iiad  a total  hardness 
of  205  p.p.m,  of  which  10  parts  were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness 
The  sample  was  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free 
from  metals,  contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in 
solution,  and  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Fishboume  Source; 

Twenty-six  samples  of  Fishboume  raw  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group 
were  present  in  nineteen  samples,  two  of  which  contained  Bacillus  Coli 
Type  1, 

One  sample  of  raw  water  analysed  chemically  had  a total  hardness 
of  250  p.p.m.  of  which  50  parts  were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness 
The  sample  was  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction, 
free  from  metals,  contained  no  excess  salinity  or  mineral  constituents 
in  solution,  and  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 
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Tap  \fater: 


Twenty-six  samples  of  treated  water  from  consimier's  premises 
(twelve  in  the  City  and  fourteen  in  the  Rural  District)  and  twenty- 
six  samples  from  the  Pishboume  delivery  main  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination^  The  Analysts  reported  that  the  water 
as  supplied  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity,  was 
wholesome  in  character  and  siii table  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes. 

One  sample  of  tap  water  analysed  chemically  had  similar 
characteristics  to  the  raw  water  samples  and  it  was  described 
by  the  Analysts  as  being  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

(ii)  Staff 

All  workmen  employed  in  the  Water  Department  are  submitted 
to  the  appropriate  medical  tests  at  the  time  of  engagement,  and 
annually  thereafter.

During  the  year,  1 house,  previously  supplied  from  a well,  was 
connected  to  the  public  supply.  Regular  samples  are  taken  of  water 
from  houses  supplied  other  than  from  the  public  mains  but  there  is  veiy 
little  prospect  of  providing  these  isolated  premises  with  a piped 
supply  of  town's  water  \mtil  the  public  mains  are  extended  to  their 
respective  areas.

iSfeLter  closets  form  the  chief  method  of  disposal,  but  there  are 
approximately  I50  houses  in  unsewered  areas  within  the  City  boiindary, 
with  cesspool  drainage. 

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  daily  in  the  main  streets.  House  refiise 
is  collected  v/eekly  by  the  Corporation  and  taken  to  the  refuse  tip 
sitmted  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City. 

The  City  Council  has  a modem  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  for  service 
in  the  City  and  the  contents  are  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Y/orks. 
Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application. 

5.  Smoke  Abatement. 


Several  complaints  were  received,  mostly  of  a minor  character,  the 
cause  was  almost  exclusively  due  to  the  allocation  of  grades  of  fuel  for 
which  the  apparatus  was  not  designed.  6 inspections  were  made  during 
the  year  in  connection  w'ith  smoke  nuisances. 

6.  Camping  Sites  and  Movable  Dwellings.
